Sometime in 1949, General Radescu became one of the Direc- 
tors of a company set up by Engineer Patrichiin California, 
for the manufacturing of aircraft parts , (enclosures 1 and 2 : 
Letters of 9 May, 1949 and 19 September, 1949 from lawyer 
Joseph Singer, concerning the signing by General Radescu of 
Minutes of the Board of Directors and of stock-certificates ) . 


General Radescu 1 s secretary, Barbu Niculescu, undertook 
to obtain the help of a colonel in Washington, belonging to 
"a certain organization 11 so as to obtain the Pentagons n Q.K n 
concerning certain requests by that company. (Enclosure 5 : 
photostatic copy of letter dated 1 August, 1949, from Barbu 
Niculescu to Patrichi). 

When it became obvious that the company was not making 
money and when Patrichi needed to undergo an operation, Barbu 
Niculescu advised Patrichi to make a request to the Rumanian 
National Committee for financial help. (Enclosure 4 : photo- 
static copy of letter dated 29 October, 1949, addressed by 
Barbu Niculescu to Patrichi). 

Such request having been made, ^adescu did not hesitate 
to include the matter as a special point on the agenda of the 
Rumanian National Committee of 25 November, 1949 . (Enclosure 5 
Carbon copy of agenda of the meeting of 25 November, 1949, as 
issued by ^adescu personally). 

The Rumanian National Committee was theofore considered by 
its President, Radescu, as the proper and fit organization 
to give financial relief to his own business partners.
